the budget spocdh'Mr. ' Qraofi did not 
oven hint that there was any irregu- 
larity in the Government accounts. 
Ho had then an excellent opportunity 
tooxjjoaewhateverhe had found wrong 
and to demand an iiiveatigatiou of the 
administration of the fiiiancas of tho 
province. But ho did nothing of 
tho kind. His critioisnia, if they 
could be called critlcisnis, wore 
mild, and ifc;he. did not compliment 
the Qpvermneht on the financial state 
of thS ' prbyihde, he went very near it.

It is very seldom in- 
deed that one of them strays to the 
other side when a division is taken. 
When this is the case what sense is 
there in tho mechanical minority re- 
liroaching the majority with being au- 
tomatic ! 

Our contrompuriuy should not allow 
itself to bo rulUed by the want of vig- 
or and courage exhibited by its Lao- 
dicean leader. It must be annoying, 
we admit, to see the men it has been 
lighting for so remiss in the perform- 
ance of their duties as representatives 
of the people, but it is best to take 
the matter coolly.

THE FISHERY QUESTIONS. 

The Dominion (!overniuoiit has 
thought proper to continue the tnnituK 
vii'endi for at least another j'ear. This 
gives Americ.-iti tisheruien on the east- 
ern const of Canada tho privileges of 
entering Canadian harbors for sup- 
plies and of transhipping cargoes to 
the United States. The license, how- 
over, does not give them the right to 
tiali within tho tliroo-iiiile limit. The 
e.ittenaioii of these privileges will not 
do Canadian tiBliennen any hiunii, 
while it will prevent annoyanco and 
miaunderstaruliiig. Aiuericaiia read- 
ily acquieaco in tho justice of being 
kept oil' tho inshore tisheries of tho 
Doinitiiuu, but they consider it hard 
and inhospitable not to be allowed to 
use Canadian harbors for the purposes 
of landing their fish for transhipment 
and for purchasing bait and supplies. 
There is alwaj's trouble when vessels 
are seized for attempting to do any of 
these things, although not a complaint 
ia heard when a Yankee tialiiiig 
schooner is nabbed for lishing within 
the tliroc-inily limit. American tish- 
ernieii are coiilimially doing this, for 
they cannot bo convinced that, there 
IS anything morally wrong in follow- 
ing the lish wherever they go. But 
they know the risk they run, and like 
sinugglera they do not grumble wlieii 
they happen to bo caught. Continuing 
tho inoilii.i rivcmli, then, will helj) to 
maintain a good understanding be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
respecting the liBherie.s, and it may 
po.saibly make it easier for the diplo- 
iiiatiMts amicably to aetllo the irritat- 
ing (i.ihery questions. 



ItHeems u little singular thai the 
Dominion Govoninient should make 
this coooo«gioii to tho United Statea 
at the very time wl. on the I'rosider.t 
issued the lieliriiig Sea ]iniclaiiiai iun. 
We notice, however, that diUereut 
iiitorjiretationt are pat upon that 
proclamation. There are some who 
consider that it declares that sea to 
be closed and that it asserts the juris- 
diction of the United .States Oovorn- 
meut over its whole extent. Others 
again say that it does not dehiio wiiat 
the jurisdictional waters of tin 
1 nited States are in that region. Tho 
Toruiilo Jiinpiix is among those win 
take that view of tho proclamation, 
it says it is "a vory harmless docu- 
ment" and has only this signilicance: 

If Canadians, or other people, 
choose to kill otter, mink, sable, or 
fur souls, or to catch salmon within 
tlie limits of Alaska territory, or the 
waters thereof, or within tho dominion 
of tho United States in the waters of 
Behriiig Sea, they inuHt aubinib to the 
lawa of that land, if they kill the 
otter, IllilI'.^, snblo or fur seals, or 
catch the aalnion out on the high sen, 
without the narrow fringe of water 
adjacent to Alaska and its islands, 
and consequently not within the ter- 
ritorial jtirisdictioii of tho United 
.States the laws passed by Congresa 
no more apply to them than would a 
KuHsi.an ukase as to fur animals in Si- 
beria, or a law as to salmon lishing in 
tho Severn, Shannon or Tweed. Tliere 
is not a word in the proclamation as to 
intorferoiico beyond tho shore waters 
where the JuriRdiction is inconle.>it- 
alilo. No ohiini is niuile ili redly or 
indirectly in this document that the 
lieliring Sea is a closeil .loa. It only 
deals with wlialfis witliiiiils torritoriid 
dominion. Over what by tho law of 
nations is the high sea it has no efl'ect 
whali'vor. Any atteniiit of a cruiser 
to enforce it without thoso limils 
would bo Hliiier piracy. 

It is probable that this is the view 
taken of the proclamation by tho 
Dominion Government, as tho Empire 
is its organ. Whether it is tho view 
taken by the' United States author- 
ities will be known later on. We 
would not like to rely too oonfiden^ly 
on t\i9 Umpire'ii interpretation. The 
Unitod btates ha« exercised juriidio- 



mPBUDENT SENATORS. 

President Harrison, feeling that he 
and tho Republican party tjonerally 
aro greatly iudobtod to the press for 
tho success they have achieved, has 
appointed prominotit newspaper men 
to important positions. Among these 
was Murat Halstead, the talented 
editor of the Oincinnatt Commercial. 
He was nominated United Statdi 
Minister to Berlin. No one doubU 
hia ability to lill tho position with 
cretlit to his country. Hut tho Sen- 
ate refused to saneLion his nomina- 
tion. 'J'liu reason of this ia that Mr. 
I lalstead, ill tho porforniance of his 
duty aa eililor of an independent 
paper, found it nocosaary to say some 
exceedingly hard things of some of 
the gentlemen who occupy seats in 
the Senate on the Bepublican side. 
When the business of confirming the 
President's nominations canio up these 
Republican Senators roiiiembored 
Murat, and to he even witli him, 
they rejected his nomination. They 
were foolish to do tliia, for Mr. Hal- 
stead in Berlin could do tlioin no harm, 
but Mr. Halstoad in Cincinnati with 
an inlluential pa])er under his control 
can hit them hard; and tho rolloction 
that he owes his rejection to senators 
whose record is not by any means too 
clean will not make his strictures on 
their conduct any the less severe. He 
has in fact oomiiienced to strike back 
idready. An editorial iu Saturday's 
Voniinorial signed Richard Smith, 
says: — 

"Mr. Hfthtoad's appointment as 
niiuistor to Oermany was rejected not 
because of his unfitness for the plaae, 
for that question never was and never 
could bo raised. He was rejected bo' 
cau.se, as an editor, ho honestly criti- 
cised tho method by which men wore 
elected to the United States sonato. 
The origin of this matt er was the elec- 
tion of Henry B. Payne." 

After reviewing the part which Mr. 
Hidstoad took in that matter, the 
writer goes on to say: — 

"What the Cutntncrcial Gazette said 
on tho whole controversy was the 
truth. It was the truth when it was 
written; it is truth now. Perhaps it 
was roughly expressed, but it was the 
truth all the same. For this Mr. 
Halstead was defeated, and for no 
other reason. There waa no pretense 
of objection to liim on thv ground of 
titneus. Ue wa.s rejected by senatorial 
frauds because ho had tho courage of 
his convictions and was not afraid to 
toll the truth. The result, therefore, 
cannot hurt him, but is bound to hurt 
the guilty senators. Perhaps too, it 
may lead to a line of thought, or in- 
crease the force of a line of thought, 
that will aljolish tho United States 
Senate aUoi;ethcr, with the star cham- 
ber proceedings, or compel a change 
in tlie methods of election that will 
bring that body closer to tho people 
and force its members outside of 
monoy influence. Tho people would 
be startled to know how many seats 
in tho United States Seoato were 
bought with money, and hovr many 
scats are therefore disgraced. This 
is a business that cannot last. The 
people will not tolerate it. This kind 
of corruiition must bo wiped out." 

It is quite evident from this that 
Murat Halstead can, by simply telling 
tho truth, make it very unpleasant 
for many senators who have pur- 
chased their seats, and, indeed, for 
the whole sonato which, according to 
this account, has sadly degenerated. 
We would not bo aiirpriaed to 
tiiid that Senate Reform will 
bo, for some tiiiio to come, 
the principal plank in tho plat- 
form of the Cincinnati <'oj}HiU'icial 
il'iZ' tlc and that .soino Hcnators will 
find that the worst thing tlioy ever 
(lilt w.'u lo vote against Murat Hal- 
stead's ap|)ointmont as Minister to 
Gormany.

1 oiler thi.'j fact a.s a 
roiiHoii why I (lid not reply thoroto 
aooiLur. My object in refoninK to 
this mutter boforo was not lo a.s.sail 
any one in partiouiar, init Kinijily to 
call in ()(ieBtion what appeared to be 
aeriou.s defects in the or:;iiiiization or 
mannyeuH'iit, or both, of tho pohce 
force, 'i'hat, tho oi'.t.ini'/.ntion i.s de- 
foclivo ui'jst bcj a|i)iarent to miy one 
■wlio has given tho subject any Lhoiight 
'whatever, la resjiect of numbers it 
ie sadly so. The few. men employed 
do the beat ihey can under 
very disadvantageous circumstanc- 
es, but as tiioy are not ubiquitous 
they cannot bo in more than 
one place at a I iuu', ami h(Mice bnr- 
ghira and sneak lliiev^.i arc liaviui< a, 
jolly thill! at tlie o.vpciKie of unpr<i- 
tocted citiiicns, wiio are .at least rob- 
bed of their lest andlliatfeeliu;^ of pur- 
security which a well managed and 
efficient police force would and should 
afford them. It the attempts at bur- 
plary that have l)een made have not, 
so far, Ijcen a success, the police are 
Hot to be thaiiUod for it. \Vo aru 
told that arruslii were iiiadu of sus- 
pected parlies, aud iliiiL on account of 
those arrests "several very undesirable 
crooks have loft tho city." But it 
would suom tlio crooked ways of the 
"crooks" continue, two attem|)ts at 
burglary having been reported in ad- 
dition to tho half dozen previously 
referred lo, without any arrests hav- 
ing been made. 

The siiitemeiit made as to tho num- 
ber of men i-iiiployed <iii tho working 
force is cohiiadicted, tho number 
ullei,'cd being nine regular policemen, 
instead of seven. Of the iiiuo n^gu- 
lars, two are detailed for duty as 
guardians cjver prisnnci's in the city 
lock iiji, and relii'No each olhcr 

at stated liuiii'.s iliu iiig i ho day and 
night; and as tluiy are cnnlincd to 
that jiarticular work, it leaves, as J 
before stated, just seven policemen, 
proper, to look after the interests of 
the city by day and by night, 1 also 
remarked that two Bpecial otlicors 
were employed whose particular buai- 
liesa appeared lo bo to watch tliu two 
iiiBii oil night duty — till) one north of 
Di.scovery strool and tho other daiiica 
bay. Jt is ,-idiiuited iiy tlio writer in 
the ,!i7(( »(/((/./ that t here ai o t wi . men 
employed as y»i i ri((c jiolicu, uliosodui\- 
is said to bu co shadow tiiu men un 
night duty and to report in case they 
should fail to put in an appearance 
every two hours at a particular jilace 
ilesig'jaled, as ovidenco they were at- 
teiidii g to their duties on their beats. 
Those night-watchmen go on their 
beats at eight o'clock in the evening 
and tramp their weary rounds conim- 
uously until six o'clock tho next morn- 
ing, with only half an hour's inter 
mission at one in the morning to ;,;Bt 
u little rolrer^hnienl to enable iliom t 
bear up against tlie claims ol i;j 
liausted nature foriiiat rcjioso which 
is absolutely necessary to (piahfy a 
man for tlio etuciont discharge of a 
night-watchman's duty. In ttjis cise 
two men are made to do four men's 
work, inasmuch as tlioyure compelled 
to do ten hour's v.ork seven nights 
every wetd;, wuliout any relief fnun 
tho lirst day .4 ,Iaiiuary until the Jrilst 
day of Deceuiber, and withont regard 
to tho incleuieucy uf tho w eather or 
auy other consideration save sickness. 

The two men doing duty in the 
heart of tho city, s.. Ciiiet She])p:u-d 
is made to suy, keeji tlicir beats from 
8p,m. to 1 a.m., ami ai c then rulioved 
by tho other livo, so that tlioy do but 
live hours' continuous work, while 
the outside men are re(iuired to do 
ten. Aow, why this disparity in the 
hours of labor between those who 
look after the city between llundjoldt 
and Herald streets and the men who 
attend to tho beats north and S(iUtli 
of the St reel s named .' luaerriug to 
dailies IJay side, tiio writer says, on 
the authority of Mi: Sheppard, -'a 
fifth man att.^ids to tliat side, where 
■very little work has to bo done." Let 
us see. The fifth man has to tni\ erse 
that whole district, from .lames Bay 
bridge to tho outer wharf; thence to 
the Colonist Hotel, ,and aloi.g the 
various streets interveni: g until lio 
returns again to James liay bridge; 
besides, he has, or hud, to cross the 
bridge every two hours, or ten times 
every night, to meet tho sergeant or 
somebody else, say good night or good 
moriiiny, imd tlmn inarch liaok 
again to repi;,at (he rounds above 
iudie.iled. This iiiusl be done at 
all times and in all woalliers, and yet 
he is represented as lia\'iiig "veiy lit- 
tle \vi>rk to do." If it i)o true that 
the oUicer on that beat has such a soft 
thing, why does the chief not give 
his other men an ojiportunity oc- 
casionally nf shc.riiiL,' in that easy 
Work, iiislcad of i-i'i|uiring the .s;iim- 
maii alway.s t<. tramp ov„r the same 
ground. There on ;]it to be no f.av- 
oritism betivoen a chief .aiid his nion; 
nor is it unually possible lo have an 
efficient force where mon feel that a 
spirit of partiality reigns and favorit- 
ism predoiiiinates. I do not say such 
is tho case in the Victoria force; but 
I will lu.y it is not good policy to 
keej) the .■-i.iio men f(jr leiit-'thencd 
jieriiais of time on tlio same V)eat8, 
for the reason that they are apt Ui 
form friendly relations with persons 
on their beats that are neither prolii - 
able to the men themselves nor ad- 
vantageous to the citizens generally.
